There has always been a desire 
for unity between the two nations 
he said, because of the .similarity 
in the people, culture and customs. 
The countries have been so closely 
IpiwaiiMi. that It waa oa)p nat- 
nral (or tMoMra to pnvaa 

OBIr HMgr^ rtoe w power 
In IMS dM tbwe appear aajr strong 

oppoottlon in Aiatrla to unification 
with Germany. Dr. Morganstern 
stated, and that was because Aus- 
trlans feared their home rule would 
be wiped out. This opposition was 
composed of the strong sodaliit, and 
liberal parties which controlled 
about 41 per cent of the national 
vole. 

Austria might have united with 
Oei-many years ago. Dr Morgan- 
stem claimed, if it had not been 
for the Versailles Treaty, and strong 
pressure from PVanoe. In ISSl, he 
said, when Gennanr and Aastris 
came to an agreement on a euetonts 
uniim with the purpose of strength- 
ening both countries, the French 
government shattered the plan by 
eanoeUing *250.ooo.ooo worth of 
ebort-term credits with Austria. 

The country, caught la a financial 
chaos, was saved atdy by the Bank 
of England, which advanced the 
money for her use. nance's ac- 
tions only served to stir bitterness, 
he said. 

Emphasizing the close relationship 
between the nations. Dr. Morgan- 
stem explained that Austrian ciU- 
aens In OcnMap feava bon gbMo 
the pil v nggt to aot. ao hair Ger- 
man subjects in Austria. Prom the 
time German subjects fought iide 
by side in the World War. he said 
there ha.s existed a doubly pro 
ncunoed brotherly feeling. Today 
OcoMa otodento oaatrleulate free- 
ly In Auotrlaa unlvetaltteo. and there 
are many Austrian scholars In Ger- 
many. 

Dr Morganstern quoted a famous 
Au.'^trian statesman a.s saying 
"Never would Austria pursue a pol- 
icy against, or without Germany. 
He also quoted the Bishop of VI 
the privilege to %'Ote.° as have Ger- 
many's drive on the Catholic Church 
in 1934. "I am a Gorman Bishop."

"In the mi Attibrlan ertik due 
to the largeot bank m the country 
reporting an unfavoraUe balance 
sheet caused the public to 'react' 
and .'■tart a run on the banks of the 
country. 

"The government mad.- - great 
mistake to guarantee the deposits 
in thla bank." beoause the banks 
assets weie open loans to indutsry 
and sharm of stocks in the princi- 
pal Industries of the country The 
money was withdrawn from the 
bank and hoarded by the people 

This led to a rise tn discount rate 
and the calling in of credit. Black 
markets— bootleg marlfiti ilinllim 
in gold and foreign c ui ie u e y . tpm^ 
up so It became necessary to sup- 
pres-s these bootleg markets and al- 
low only the national bank to deal 
In exchange credit
